Referring lo Ihe fact lhal a railway cannol win Ihe support 


of public opinion through Ihe exercise of political irillneiice or 
in any other way except hy Ihe inlellig.enl and ell'eclive per- 
formance of its functions as a carrier and by ils responsive- 
ness lo fair criticism, Mr. Finley pointed out jha| ils.posilioii 
can only be secure when Ihe economic .conditions surround- 
ing ils operation and Hie importance of its' functions lo devel- 
opment and lo the enlargenienl of opportunity are appreci- 
ated by the people of Ihe community, and lhal Ihis apprecia- 
1ion wjis dependent upon cnligjilened citizenship.

has upon land value and the general economic^vellare ol a 
community is shown in several concrete illuslrations gathered 
hy Ihe United Stales deparlmenl of agriculture. Tlie depart- 
ment has jusl issued a statement on llie snbjccl, based upon a 
mass of inl'oniialion gathered by the. ollice of public roads, 
which is making a special study of Ihe economic oiled of road 
'improvement in (he counlry. 
According to data gathered, 


where good roads replace ba'd ones, Ihe values of farm lands 
bordering on Ihe roads increase lo such an extent thai Ihe cosl 
of road improvement is equali/.ed, if not exceeded, The gen- 
eral land values, as well as farm values, showed marked ad- 
vances, following Ihe improvement of roads. 


Among the illustrations cited by the department are the 


following: In Lee county, Virginia, a farmer owned l(.n> acres 
between'Hen l l u r and Jonesville, which he tillered lo sell for 
$1800, 
In l')oK Ihis road was improved, and, although the 


fanner fought Ihe improvement, he has since refused S5000 
for his fanii. Along this same road a Irad of IKS acres was 
supposed lo have been sold for $6000. The purchaser re- 
fused Ihe contract, however, and I lie owner threatened to sue 


, him. After llie road improvement, and without any improve- 


ment upon the land, Ihe same, farm was sold lo llie original 
purchaser for J>9ooo. 


In Jackson county, Alabama, the people voted a bond issue 


of $250,000 for road improvement and improved 2-\ per cent 
of Ihe roads. The census of l°oo gives Ihe value of all farn 
lands in Jackson county a I f l.9o,pcr acre/ The selling valnt 
al lhal time was $6 lo $15 per acre. The. census of -!9'U> 
places the value of all farm lands in-Jackson ctumly at $9.75 
per acre, and Ihe selling price is now from $15 to $2,5 per 
acre. .Actual figures of increased, value following road im- 
provement are. shown. 


As Ihe roads in no w-ay elTecl soil fertility or quality of the 


farm, advances are. due esscnlially lo the decrease in the cosl 
of hauling produce to market or shipping poinl. Farms are 
now regarded as plants for the business of farming, and any 
reduction in their pro Ills through: unnecessarily heavy- costs' 
for hauling on bad roads naturally reduces- Iheir capitalization 
in values. With reduced costs for hauling, profits are increas- 
ed; with the. result that the farm plant shows satisfactory 
earnings :on a higher capital value.
